Leading Daily of Argentine City to Install Plant 4 Build- | 


ing—Country to Be Hosts! of All Nations at Expo- 
sition Which Opens in May. 


BUENOS AIRES—One of the features 
of the celebration of the centennial of 


the eétablishment of the Argentine Re- | 


public will be the first use of wireless 
on a grand scale in public affairs. By 


radio-telegraphy the doings at the expo. 
sition grounds will be reported to La 
Prensa, the great daily of the Argentine 
capital and one af the leading news- 
papers of the world in wealth and influ- 
ence. On its building, recognized as one 
of the finest newspaper offices of the 


world, the management has arranged to” 


install a complete and up-to-date wire- 
less apparatus. 

The exposition, which will open May 25 
next, will be an occasion on which the 
Argentine government and people will 
be hosts to the nations of the. world. 
General Wood is en route hither as del- 
egate of the United States, and the Pan- 
American conference, which is to be here 
held during the celebration will be at- 
tended by a coterie of distinguished 
Americans. During the exposition a 
large fleet of warships from all parts of 
the world, will visit Buenos Aires. Many 
of these will be equipped with the 
United Wireless apparatus, and as this 
is the same as will be installed on La 
Prensa building these vessels when at 
sea will be able to communicate direct 


with that newspaper, thus conveying 


whatever messages of necessity or cour- 


tesy they may have to communicate to 
the authorities and public. 

Buenos Aires is @ center of a vast 
telegraphic and cable system connecting 
this city with the outer world, as well 
as the interior of the country, and the 
wireless establishment wilt complete this 
system and render it thoroughly modern 
and adaptable to all circumstances, in- 
creasing the facilities tor bringing the 
southern part of the western hemisphere 
into closer relatiorfs with the northern 
part. 

The delegates to the fourth Pan-

NEW WIRELESS 
RECORD MADE 
FOR . DISTANCE

BERLIN—The central wireless teleg- 


raphy station at Nauen, near Berlin, 
claims to have established a record in 
overland and sea transmission of wire- 


less messages, for they have been suc- 


cessful in establishing communication 
with the German cameroons. A vessel 
sailing from Hamburg to the Cameroons 
was fitted with the necessary apparatus 
and remained constantly in touch with 
the base at Nauen throughout the jour- 
ney.

SPANISH SONDER 
RACE CONDITIONS 


Contests Will Be Sailed Un- 
der the Same Terms as 
Those Which the Germans 
Took Part in Last Year. 


BOSTON—Sonder class sailors in Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia and else- 
where are receiving today an official 
circular announcing the conditions for 
the Spanish-American yachting match to 
be sailed off Marblehead in September. 


Arrangements for the match have 


been in progress for some time. Some 
weeks ago tlie Spanish-American race 


committee of the Eastern Yacht Club 
sent the Spanish yachtsmen a copy of 
the conditions in the German-American 
race of last year and asked what changes 
The reply 
from Spain, written by the secretary of 
the Federation of Spanish Yacht Clubs, 
states that the terms were entirely 
agreeable to the Spanish yachtsmen 
without change. Final details, such as 
the time and method of starting the 
races, dates, etc., will be settled after 
the arrival of the Spanish yachtsmen in 
this country in August. 

The Spaniards will send three boats of 
the sonder class, which will be met by 
three American boats of the same class 
selected after trial races by the Eastern 
Yacht Club from among the 20-odd 
candidates for the honor. 

The date for the beginning of the trial 
races is now announced as Monday, Aug. 
15. The races will be sailed off Marble- 
head. Boats from nearly a dozen At- 
lantic coast clubs will compete. 

According to the conditions agreed 
upon the boats must be built and fitted 
in the country they represent, but may 
repair damages wherever they happen 
to be. The rule requiring measures to 
allow for the difference in specific grav- 
ity of the water at Kiel and Marble- 


jhead, by placing a weight amidships 


during measurement, equal to 1-64th of 
the displacement, is retained. 

The sum of the water line length, 
extreme beam and extreme depth of 
each boat with all the fittings, but 
without the crew, must not exceed 32 
feet, nor ‘the displacement exceed 4035 
pounds, nor the cost, including two sets 
of sails, exceed $2400. The sail area 
must not exceed 550 square yards. The 
crew of not more than three persons 


imust be amateur members of yacht 


clubs and citizens of the country in 
which the yacht was built. 

The President Taft «ib will be 
awarded to the yacht that first wins 
three in the series of five races. The 
winner is barred from races following 
the victory. Only winners of the four 
previous races shall be eligible for the 
fifth. A sixth race is provided for if 
the result is still undecided, to which 
only boats tied for the lead are eligible. 

The Governor Draper cup is awarded 
on points, the seale giving a winner of 
a first six points, second five and so 
down to one-point for a yacht coming 
in sixth. Additional prizes for each of 
the five races will be given by the 
Eastern Yacht Club. The winner of the 
President’s cup cannot take the Gov- 
ernor’s trophy.

At each hole the player is 
confronted with a fresh problem, accord- 
ing to the wind prevailing at the mo- 
ment. Here again in the matter of wind 
problems we have come to recognize that 
hazards are not so much wrongly placed 
as tees. The judicious committee or 
greenkeeper has for each hole such a va- 
riety of tees that every condition of 
wind can be coped with. 

The one hazard which has become an 
abomination is the cross hazard just 
short of the green, infamous examples of 
which were those at the thirteenth and 
fourteenth holes at Sandwich, which have 
now been adjusted to modern conditions, 
But apart from these there is really no 
cross hazard which cannot be made 
proper in point of place by the position 
of the tee.

IN THE ADVERTISING 
LAW FOR HIGHWAYS 


A vigorous protest is being made 
against any change in the law regarding | 
the placing of advertisements in pub- 
lic highways and the defacing of natu- 
ral scenery. Under the present law de- 
faceméent cannot’ be done without the 
consent of the owner of the prcperty. 
Such advertisements cannot be placed 
in highways, and if it is done it may 
be abated as a nuisance by any person 
desiring to do so. 

The change proposed is 4o make an 
exception of highways under direction 
of the Massachusetts highway commis- 
sion, the selectmen of towns and the 
aldermen of cities, who are to be allowed 
to grant such rights to put up signs of 
a public character, which cannot be re- 
moved without liability to fine.

‘Thereafter sea fights and 
pirates, villainous intrigues, the oaths 
and coarseness of roistering characters 
and all the paraphernalia of the sensa- 
tion monger develop a yarn of negligible 
value, literary or otherwise.. The book 
is not’ to be commended as reading, for 
the only two classes likely to be attract- 
ed by it—the boys with their undiscrim- 
inating fondness for adventure, and older 
persons of narrow range in novels. 

There is enough good work in the 
book. to giye the impression that Mr. 
Roberts could rise to a higher plane of 
story telling if he were to take the 
time and pains. 


“An ARMY MULE.” By Charles Miner 
Thompson.

Among other warnings given by the 
author to his reader, before the latter 
“goes inside” at his own risk, is one 
that the story is intensely British. 
Whether this be regarded as a blemish 
or otherwise, depends entirely upon the 
reader; but the Scotch character is 
handled here with a love not entirely 
hidden under a disguise of indifference 
and truly British reserve. 

As to the Scots dialect, while not 
“prevalent on these shores,” it is well 
liked and well understood, thanks in 
large measure to the “Ian” of a genera- 
tion ago, of whose heart-compelling tales 
the first chapter of this book is a 
reminiscence. 

The apprehension that arises upon 
first opening the book, that here is

ever, soon dispelled, as the story pro- 
ceeds upon quite other lines, with only 
now and again a glimpse of the Scotch 
people and their strongly defined char- 
acteristics. 

The chief figure—a bursary student 
who becomes Sir Robert—is “the right 
stuff,” and the characters are all true 
men and women. 

As a simple transcript of human 
nature, with plenty of humor and some 
genuine touches of deep feeling, the 
book is sufficiently attractive to find 
many readers.

It is not to be disputed that if there 
be a real defect in “Sartor Resartus,” it 
is that the author says nothing about 
collars; he has enough to say about 
trousers and coats and what he says has 
held the reading world for 70 years. But 
about collars Herr ‘Teufelsdrockt has 
never a word to say, and lets it go by 
inference that a collar is a negligible 
thing; which is wrong, for the collar is 
the denominator of male dress, the 
schoolmaster of our clothes and without 
doubt the thermometer of neatness. 

Some writers may profess to hold col- 
lars lightly and to puff them away with 
contempt: a pitiful bravado, for in the 
sketch of the clothed man the collar is 
white to the black of the rest of the 
Alothes.

It is to be observed that under con- 
stitutional monarchies men: wear their 
collars as high, or as big, or as wide, or 
as low as they like, while in republics 
they wear what millions of their fellows 
wear, though each man if privately inter- 
rogated would say that he-had rather 
follow his own wish in the matter. Here- 
in is a subtlety: that in that society 
wherein the greater freedom is professed 
we see less given and in that wherein 
there is a recognized superiority for pur- 
poses of government the rights and inno- 
cent liberty of each man are more re- 
spected, the reason being that in the 
one the vitality of authority is trusted 
and is jealous of no man, while in the 
other authority is possessed by more 
than have learned to cherish its burden, 
and so is always fluid. | 

It cannot be argued that in the cause 
of freedom a man is to wear a collar 
that out Cuttles Cuttle, or that his tie 
should make the peacock blush, but 
within the saving bounds of other’s 
rights he should be let wear what he 
likes about his neck, and ought not to 
have his collar buttoned on him by the 
hands of prejudice. If not, he becomes 
a servant to shifting myriads of anony- 
mous critics, unwieldy masters that slide 
‘from whim to whim like helpless quick- 
silver and carry their unintelligent mo- 
mentum as passion or chance may push 
them. 

It is not that one must not wear an 
ugly or a handsome collar to have his 
name popped into the Lion’s Mouth, his 
offense lies elsewhere in the fact, that 
he purposes to do not quite the s#me as 
a few billions. There is the rub; this 
being so, what makes the canon that 
must rule the law-abiding collar? What 
but the frequent wills of many, the ipse 
dixit of the crowd’s corporate voice, the 
brutal mesmerism of dogma? 

Like all dogma it is puerile and noisy, 
confounding individuality with selfish- 
ness; if we follow this sort of reasoning 
to the end we can only be logical by 
fixing our eyes on the ground, and doing 
s0, we shall never behold the wonderful 
pageant of reality. ~We must be patient 
in the workshop of civil rights and let 
hope walk with justice; we must ke 
patient with what mislikes us, whethér 
it be a political right or a collar, and 
we must remember though it may be 
with little relish that the books record 
cases where men of blameless lives have 
worn such collars as they chose and 
others whose hearts were crystal clear 
have turned to varnished boots as flow- 
ers to the sun. We may not love these 
collars, the sight of these boots may be 
objectionable, they may not accord with 
the behests of the serried regiments of 
the majority, but let us bear carefully 
in mind the cooling fact that the Deca- 
logue is in no way dependent on the 
multiplication table. Rare gems have 
been bedded in minorities; history’s bat- 
tered hornbook gives a thousand ways 
of spelling “tyranny,” let ne not add to 
them.

SALMON CROQUETTES. 

Free a pound and a half of salmon, 
fresh or canned, from skin and bone and 
Season with the, juice of a 
half lemon, a_tablespoonful chopped 
parsley, a teaspoonful salt and a dash 
of paprika. , 

Mix well. Put two cups of milk on 
to boil. Put into a saucepan two table- 
spoonfuls butter and three of flour. 
When melted and bubbly add the hot 
milk .and ‘stir until smooth and thick. 

Add the salmon, stir until hot, then 
turn on a dish to -cool. When quite 
cold and firm form into croquettes, roll 
in fine crumbs, then in egg and again 
in erumbs. 

Fry in deep boiling fat and serve very 
hot, with a garnish of lemon and pars- 
ley. If ,these are served for the fish 
course, accompany them with potatoes 
persillade. 

CRESS AND TOMATO SALAD.

been cut in small pieces. Put the mix- 
ture in the tomato cups, cover the tops 
with mayonnaise and serve on a bed of 
cress. 

LEMON PUDDING, 

Trim the crusts from the left-over 
bread and cut enough of it into small 
cubes to make three cupfuls. Put them 
in an earthenware pudding dish. Beat 
together a quart of milk, three eggs, a 
eupful of sugar, the grated rind of a 
large sound lemon and a few grains of 
salt. 

Pour it over the prepared bread cubes 
and bake them about 30 minutes in an 
oven that will brown flour in four 
minutes.

- Nothing arouses 
the amiabiltity of the Saturday sub- 
scriber like a piece of program music in 
which the intellectual appeal is a little 
stronger than the pictorial, music in 
which thought dominates scene, action 
and color. They are glad to have Strauss 
show them Don Quixote couching his 
lance at the sails of a windmill, or charg- 


ing into a flock of sheep, or pursuing any | 


other of his familiar adventures; but 
they want the idea which prompts the 
knight of La Mancha to his strange 
doings to be made the important thing 
and the actual representation: of it to be 
secondary. 

Mr. Fiedler knows the mood of? his 
listeners; he knows how to interpret 
Strauss to their liking. If tley do not 
wish Don Quixote’s overthrow by the 
wings of the windmill to be realistically 
portrayed, he can lighten the Knight’s 
fall; if they think an instrumental com- 
bination which represents the bleating of 
sheep is too trivial a thing for a great 
composer -to descend to, he can conduct 
the music so that nobody without a pro- 
gram ,book to guide him would ever 
guess sheep. 

Mr. Fiedler seems always glad to gain 
the approval ‘of the Saturday subscrib- 
ers, for they never applaud gratuitously.

COMEDY IN OPERA. 


Sheridan’s “School for Scandal” holds 
a place in the repertory of the New 
theater company, now playing at the 
Shubert theater, comparable with the 
place which Rossini’s “Barber of Seville” 
and Donizetti’s “Don Pasquale” took 
this season in the repertory of-the Bos- 
ton Opera Compdny. Both the comedy 
Which Mr: Ames’ company of players is 
presenting, and the buffo operas which 
Mr. Russell’s singers brought to per- 
formance are revived with some difficulty 
—the play, because the actors must put 
themselves into the spirit of eighteenth 
century manners; the opera, because the 
singers must interpret the spirit of the 
early nineteenth century composers. 

Dramatically the two pieces have much 
in common. The plot of the “Barber” is 
built on a more conventional ground- 
work of intrigue than the plot of the 
“School for Scandal”; the opera is more 
farcical in its situations, less elaborate in 
its character drawing than the play, yet 
the course of the action is about the 
same in both. The reason why the “Bar- 
ber” differs from ,the “School for Scan- 
dal” in treatment of situation and char- 
acter is because the play of Beaumar- 


chais on which Rossini’s libretto is based |. 


differs from the play of Sheridan in its 
treatment of those matters; but the rea- 
son why Rossini could successfully set 
the drama of the “Barber” to music is 
because his libretto was exactly suited 
to the dramatic technique of the operatic 
artists of his time. The detail of charac- 
ter drawing which distinguishes Sheri- 
dan’s play depends on neatly spoken 
dialogue; a successful execution of it in 
Rossini’s recitative, either in the formal

is left to the mercy of chance, the pal- 
ace of Polixenes, a road in Bohemia 


where the rogue Autolycus cozens the’ 


shepherd and his simple son, a_ shep- 
herd’s cottage at the time of the rural 
festival of sheep shearing, the palace 
of Leontes and ‘finally a room in Paul- 
ina’s house where Hermione is revealed 
as a statue, and then comes to life to 
greet her remorseful husband, apd the 
parents for the first time behold their 
lovely daughter Perdita, who has just 
found her mate in Florizel, the son of 
Polixenes. Tapestries were drawn across 
the opening of the inner stage to mark 
the changing of the scenes. Elizabethan 
music only was played. 

The directors of the New theater com-

“The large majority of the children in 
the schools are going to work in trades. 
What we want is that they shall be 
turned out so as to best do this. % 

“The child can’t get into a skilled trade 
at that age. Many would remain in 
school if they could really get to work 
on something practical and _ definite 
which would help them in after life. 

“Industrial training- isn’t going to 
make workmen. ‘That isn’t what it is 
for. We are simply going to have this 
training so that the boys will have 
more general training than many of them 
now receive. It will turn out a trained 
man, who, when he becomes a journey- 
man, the result of his training in the 
factory, will be a better journeyman.” 

International Vice-President Wilson 
of the machinists’ union asked Mr. ‘Ellis 
if he knew that a large number of chil- 
dren from the school in Fitchburg go 
into a factory three days a week and 
have been taking the places of striking 
workmen. 

In answer Chairman Ellis said: “If 
the education given is such that the boy 
can go into the shop to supersede the 
man it is wrong.” 

Frank Leavitt, director of manual 
training in the Boston schools, said that 
he believed the scheme in the Fitchburg 
school which had been referred to was 
one of the poorest he had ever seen.

Buying Power of Agricultural 
Classes of the World Shown 
in Remarkable Statement of 
the Company. 


NET PROFITS LARGE 


The prosperity which is so conspicu- 
ously reflected in International Harvest- 
er’s statement for the fiscal year ended 
Dec. 31 last can only be interpreted as 
measuring the buying power of the 
great agricultural classes of this country 
and the world. The world-wide scope 
of International MHarvester’s business 
should never be lost to sight. It is one 


of the largest sellers of American in- 
dustrial products abroad, and for 1909 
some $28,000,000, or 32 per cent, of its 
total gross business measures foreign 
sales. 

Compared with 1908 gross sales in- 
creased $14,072,779, or 19.4 per cent, 
and net profits $6,007,058, or 75 per 
cent. The latter is of course the aston- 
ishing feature and was largely made 
possible by a decrease of slightly more 
than 5 per cent in the manufacturing 
ratio—a mark of increased administra- 
tive and operating efficiency.

International Harvester has what is, 
with the exception of United States 
Steel, probably -the greatest bulk of 
working capital of any American corpora- 
tion. The final figures on December 31 
last showed a total of $93,073,370 of net 
quick assets, equal to very close to $1.10 
of liquid assets for each $1 of gross busi- 
ness. In this respect International Har- 
vester has now surpassed General Elec- 
tric and Central Leather, which in years 
past had 90 cents or better of working 
capital for each $1 of gross business.

One other feature of the 1909 state- 
ment deserves especial consideration, and 
that is the reduction in the cost of manu- 
facturing below 80 per cent for the first 
time in the company’s history. It is 
hard to point the finger at the exact 
cause of this favorable development. In 
part it represents economy through op- 
erations of new foreign plants; in part 
it is the product of control of certain 
raw materials; selling economy accounts 
for some of the saving, but in a business 
so gigantic it is obvious that a year of 
record production with highly efficient 
organization can have but one result, 
and that is what International Har- 
vester accomplished by saving nearly 45 
per cent of increased gross earnings for 
net.

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BOSTON CAPITAL 
IS INVESTED IN 
PAPER INDUSTAY 


Between 25 and 30 Tons of 
Old Rope Manufactured |¢ 
Into Paper in This Country 
Last- Y ear. 


THE ANNUAL OUTPUT

The Hollingsworth & Vose Compaany 
and the International Purchasing Com- 
pany interests of this city have be- 
come a leading, if not the controlling 
factor in a branch of American paper- 
making in which it is estimated that 
the annual output has reached at ‘least 


$15,000,000 in value aand is at present} 


limited only by the availability of raw 
material. The products of this industry 
comprise the so-called manila, bag, 
heavy bag and insulating papers. 

More than 20 mills, located chiefly in 
Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, 
West Virginia, Ohio and. Indiana, are 
now engaged in making these kinds of 
paper. Although Boston capital is 
largely invested in the industry, the Bos- 
ton policy has-been to avoid publicity 
and but little information has ever 
been published concerning the growth 
of the business. . 

The International Purchasing Com- 
pany, which has been organized by per- 
sons identified with the Hollingsworth 
& Vose mills, has expanded into a cen- 
tral buying agency of old rope for a 
large proportion of the rope-paper mills. 
It claims that its aim has been to effect 
economies by efficiency of management 
rather than by any arbitrary regulation 
of prices. 

The price which the International ‘Pur- 
chasing Company is at present paying 
for old rope is said to average about 2% 
cents per pound. This compares with 5% 
cents now ruling for new manila hemp. 
More than half of this old rope is ob- 
tained in this country, but some measure 
of the growth of the industry may be 
had from the fact that the imports of 
cordage used in the manufacture of these 
kinds of paper incerased approximating 
100 per cent between June 30, 1905 and 
1907. 

Vice-President J. H. McCornick of one 
of the companies connected with the 
Boston int-rest in this industry said: “A 
large quantity of our old manila rope 
now comes from Liverpool and London. 
When the rope is fit for nothing else it 
is made into flour and cement sacks and 
sandpaper, and into insulating paper, 
which last has to be chemically pure. 

“The process as compared with making 
paper out of wood is less mechanical, 
but has taken a long time to perfect. 
Between 25,000 and 30,000 tons of rope 
were manufactured into paper in this 
country last year.” 

Two large contracts understood to be 
held by the Hollingsworth & Vose people 
provide for supplying the General Elec- 
tric Company with its cable-insulating 
papers and the Dennison Manufacturing 
Company with its tag board.

The. reports nearly all agreed, however, 
that the damage to fruit ‘and early vege- 
tables, where up, would be serious. The 
receipts in the Northwest were again 
light. The foreign statistics were about. 
as expected. 

Corn—Was fairly active and higher 
with other grain at opening, influenced 
in part by the cold’ weather and fear 
that the early planted corn in the more 
southerly sections would be damaged by 
the low temperatures and frosts. Later 
the market eased off as the reports tend- 
ed to indicate that there was not enough 
corn up to be materially affected. 

Oats—Opened with a rush on the cold 
weather reports and there was quite ac- 
tive coverings of, shorts. There was de- 
cided difference of opinion as to how much 
damage the frosts would do to oats and 
later the advance was lost.

BRITISH TRADE AND COMMERCE 
MAKE SATISFACTORY PROGRESS 


Bintan in Oil aes, Now Attracting Considerable. Inter- 
est in Speculative Markets—Board of Trade Returns 
Show Big Improvement in Exports and Imports. 


3 LONDON—Oil shares have become a 
popular medium for speculation. Inter- 
est therein was first aroused by the 
admiralty. entering | into contracts with |; 
Scottish companies for the supply of 
oil fuel, and since then’ the possibilities 
of oil companies have attracted much at- 
tention. The public has been buying 
shares largely, prices have risen consid- 
erably and an ‘oil boom niay be said to 
be in progpess alongside of ‘the rubber 
boom, although it has not assumed any- 
thing like the dimensions of the latter. 


, | Naturally, a number of new. ventures 


have already been floated with the ob- 
ject of developing fields in different parts 
of the world, namely Russia (Maikop 
district), Roumania, Spain, Algiers and 
New Zealand. Others Will no doubt fol- 
low, there being also good prospects for 
the production of oil in Canada, Egypt, 
India and Persia. 

The market is certainly expanding and 
there is every probability of more wide- 
spread interest being taken in it. 

The ballot of South Wales miners dis- 
closed a large majority to be in favor of 
the settlement of all disputes between 
mine owners and miners. Ninety thou- 
sand four hundred and twenty-five votes 
were cast for suchsettlement and 30,642 
votes for a strike. It is exceedingly sat- 
isfactory that the latter has been avert- 
ed and that for at least five years peace 
is established. The workmen secured 
several not inconsiderable advantages. 

The remarkable revival in the trade 
of Great Britain is illustrated by the 
board of trade returns, of which the 
following is a summary:

higher prices, as compared with those 
ruling in the corresponding period of the 
previous year, but there is nevertheless a 
large expansion in the oversea trade. 
Practically the entire surplus of ex- 
ports during last March arises from the 
enhanced sales of articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured. Linen yarn shows 


}am increase of 43.6 per cent in quantity 


and 30.1 per cent in value, while woolen 
goods show an increase of 17 to 34 per 
cent in quantity and 32 to 46 per cent 
in value. 

Among raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured, exports of oil 
seeds, nuts, oils, etc., record an increase 
of 84.2 per cent in quantity and 108.7 per 
cent in value. Sheep and lambs wool 
decreased somewhat in quantity but the 
value was 28.6 per cent higher. 

As regards imports, the largest increase 

is in raw materials and articles mainly 
unmanufactured. 
_ Flax marks an advance of 57 per cent 
in quantity and 42.9 per cent in value; 
copper ore an advance of 47,6 per cent in 
quantity and 60.3 per cent in value; 
caoutchone an advance of 23.6 per cent in 
quantity and 100.6 per cent in value. 

There is a decline in the imports of 
wheat of 27 per cent in quantity and 
25.6 per cent in value. Butter also shows 
a falling off, but margarine increased by 
77.2 per cent in quantity and 79.2 per 
cent in value. Meat increased by 75.2 
per cent in quantity and 31 per cent in 
value. 

Business throughout Australia is very 
active. Although a general election is 
impending there is no disturbance of 
trade, the prime minister having given 
the assurance that’ no revision! of the 
tariff will take place,thus enabling mer- 
chants to pursue operations without fear 
of unpleasant surprises. 

The progress of Sydney is particularly 
noticeable. The population already. ex- 
ceeds 600,000 in number, building is ad- 
vancing apace and trade is growing in 
many directions. 

Experiments are carried on with the 
object of establishing the ostrich indus- 
try in Natal. Not long ago, the Natal 
government engaged the ostrich expert 
of the Cape Colony who, aftef inspecting 
what is called the “thorn country,” re- 
ported that it is well suited to ostrich 
farming. Thereupon a Cape firm of 
ostrich farmers purchased a large farm 
in Nata] and stocked it, as a preliminary, 
with 250 good birds. If success attends 
present operations, the industry is cer- 
tain to make rapid strides and become a 
source of profit to the Colony and espe- 
cially to Maritzburg, where a feather 
market would be opened within a few 
years. 


ARMY WILL TEST 
FLYING MACHINE 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—In order to get 
data on the efficiency of the aeroplane 
in warfare, Lieut. Benjamin D. Foulois 
of the United States signal corps and in 
charge of a government Wright machine 
at Ft. Sam Houston will accompany 
Glenn H. Curtiss on several trips during 
the aviation here tliis week and throw 
articles from various altitudes. The ob- 
jects will be thrown from the machine 
at various speeds and from altitudes not 
less than 800 feet at small squares laid 
out on the aviation field. 

Mr. Curtiss has decided to offer his 
personal services in the experiments. The 
tests will be conducted on Curtiss ma- 
chines.

The report will be 
turned over to Secretary Dickinson of 
the war department and transmitted 
by him to the committee on agriculture, 
which has been studying this question. 

Beeause of the important manufactur- 
ing plants on the Merrimac river, the 
amount of waterpower used, the fact 
that New Hampshire has forest pre- 
serves, the mountainous character of the 
state, and the course of the river through 
a valley section of New England of 
varied physical peculiarities, the report, 
it is claimed, is of considerable value on 
the question of forestation and stream 
flow. 

A complete survey of the river and the 
country that it passes through has been 
made, ‘The engineers have gone back as

“The Mountain of Light” 


The Koh-i-nor, or “Mountain of Light," 
although not the largest, is probably the 
most ancient diamond known to th 
world. In far Goleonda, the land of 
jewels, runs the Godavery, a famoua dia- 
mond river, and here, in the bed of mud 
it leaves as it rushes on, the Koh-i-nor 
is said to have been discovered. The 
Rajahs of Malwa kept it for hundreds of 
years, but in 1304 a Rajah of Walwa 
was defeated by a great Sultan, who 
took possession of the famous diamond. 
The Emperor of Mogul wrested it from 
one of his descendants 200 vears later 
and declared it to be worth “half the 
riches of the world.” Many were its 
adventures before it passed into the pos- 
session of the English when the East 
India Company annexed the Punjab in 
1849. It was presented to Queen Vic- 
toria on June 3, 1849, and was for some 
time on exhibition.

_. = #amae @féa isi twice that of the known coal 
fields of Alaska. During the controversy over the Alaska coal 
deposits it has been remarked a number of times that much credit 
was due to Mr. Glavis, for the reason, as claimed, that it was by 
his intervention that the coal lands were “saved” for the people. 
One objector to this argues that the coal that has been “saved”’ is 
now of as little value to the people as if it did not exist, because it 
must remain untouched. He asks the consideration of three possi- 
bilities, each implying the use of this deposit. 

The first is the working of the coal deposits by the people 
themselves as individuals. each having his allotment of 160 acres; 
the second is the working of these deposits by the government for 
the people, and the third is the development of this industry by 
organized effort and capital, a corporation. A very brief study of 
coal mining and its necessities, with its vast initial expense for the 
installation of mining machinery and for transportation, puts it 
out of the question under any scheme of economics for individuals 
to work claims independently. Very soon they would find it 
necessary to cooperate, to combine their interests, to go into the 


financial market for capital; and inevitably, by an economic law, 


concludes the objector, we come around to the necessity of corpor- 
ate organization. 

All very true, but—we do not come to any necessity for corpor- 
ate control. Let there be corporate organization and have the coal 
mines worked by these organizations, and the needed fuel deposits 
put into use. But we have had enough of the evils of corporate 
control of these great natural storehouses. The government now 
has reserved for purposes of elassification approximately 57,000,000 
acres of coal lands. It should keep what there is under its own 
direction for the benefit of the people of the United States. 


WHETHER or no Governor Hughes has been offered, or would 
accept, a place on the supreme court bench of the United States, 
it must be very gratifying to him to note with what unanimity the 
press of the nation speaks of his sterling fitness for the high position. 
The nation is fortunate in possessing a citizen whose uniformly 
intelligent point of view and whose rugged honesty make him 
appear so worthy to fill any position of trust it may have to offer, 
including, as many of his admirers continue to remark, the presi- 
dency itself.

A’ PROTEST against the exorbitant scale of 
prices obtaining in certain. fashionable 
restaurants of the metropolis is finding quiet Prices 
but determined expression. This time it is the 


rich and the well-to-do who are complaining. Too High for 
The protest is not due so much to the fact 
the Rich 


that the patrons have difficulty in meeting 
the price as to the apparently inexcusable | 
advance made in the charges for service. | 
The impression prevails among the patrons © 
that advantage is being taken of the general outcry about high prices 
to fix a tariff in the fashionable restaurants that is intended to tax 
the capacity of their pocketbooks to the limit. One of the results of 
this is the opening of at least one competing establishment and the 
promised opening of others, it having occurred to some of the far- 
sighted caterers that there must be a profitable medium in the fash- 
ionable restaurant field. Thus one well-known restaurateur of the 
better class proposes to conduct an establishment where the very best 
of everything may be obtained, but in which the prices charged shall 
conform to the extent and quality of the services rendered. 

The interesting phase of this matter 1s 1n the fact that it is the 
frst protest made by the rich and the well-to-do against the high cost 
of living. It has been made even more interesting, too, by the 
publicity that has been given the story that a very wealthy man was 
charged $1.75 in a fashionable New York restaurant the other day 
for a breakfast consisting of two eggs, tea and bread. The thing 
has struck this gentleman as an imposition. He feels that he has 
been deliberately wronged. And he does not hesitate to denounce the 
system which permits and the custom which encourages it. He is well 
able to pay ten times as much for a breakfast daily, but that is not 
the point. He insists, and right-minded people will support him in 
his proposition, that he Shall not be cheated in the name of fashion or 
on any other pretense.

of game, were so plentiful that they had no - 


locat market price. When a settler drove 
into town with a wagon load of choice game, 
it was understood that it was intended for free distribution as far as 
it would go. Nobody thought of paying for game; nobody thought 
of expecting payment for it. It was common property. One man 
hunted today and came back with all he could carry. Another man 
hunted next day with similar results. The thing soon evened up. 
Everybody had the best of everything and nobody realized it. 

Up in the Penobscot region things were much the same, it 
seems, so far as fish were concerned. Being a more settled country 
there was an established price, but from our present standpoint it is 
hardly worth mentioning. Still, there were times when fish were 
handed out as freely along the Penobscot as wild turkey and venison 
along the Missouri. In those days there was no better supper for a 
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workingman than two or three hot cream of tartar biscuits and a fat 
herring, smoked and roasted. Counting the cost of a hot biscuit at 
a cent, and a pat of butter and a glass of milk at another cent, one 
could have a fine alewife, three hot biscuits, milk and butter—a 
complete supper—all for five.cents. : 

But alas! Today in the same district the alewives have all but 
disappeared, and smoked herrings from points farther north—‘not 
so big a fish, or so fat a fish, or so toothsome a fish a& the alewife’”’— 
now sell over the counter for ten cents apiece. From one cent to 
ten cents is something of a jump. Just in the one little item of 
smoked fish, then, to go no further; we have an advance in thirty 
years of 1000 per cent. Yet, strange to say, “the wives and daugh- 
ters of the millmen” up that way lay down their dimes today, appar- 
ently as willingly as their mothers passed over the necessary penny 
three decades ago.. All of which would go to prove that if smoked 
fish is higher, because scarcer, than it was in 1880, money 1s cheaper, 
because more plentiful. 


CLEVELAND is boasting of the fact that its school expenses are 
among the highest of any city in the land, amounting to $4.61 for 
every inhabitant and 31.1 per cent of the city’s entire expenditures. 
Where the school moneys are honestly and intelligently expended 
there is not likely to be,any widespread demand that they shall be 
kept down to a rigidly economical basis. 


THE refusal of the Persian Mejliss to accept 
the Anglo-Russian loan on the terms indi- 
The | cated by the governments of those two coun- 
tries is a step which for some time has been 
Persian foreseen. It is not, of course, that Persia 
does not need money. Her necessity is so 
Loan great that, had it not been for certain unex- 
_ pected sources of revenue which have been 
| discovered, the Mejliss would have reduced 
the country to financial chaos by their refusal. 
These sources are, however, of too temporary and precarious a nature 
to place the national credit on a secure foundation, so that the ques- 
tion of the loan may be said to have been deferred rather than to 
have been settled. 

The reason given by the Mejliss for declining the Anglo-Rus- 
sian terms is that, under cover of financial assistance, political control 
is being introduced. The nation has always been so peculiarly sensi- 
tive to foreign interference that its rulers appear to be unduly nervous 
of anything of this nature. Yet the terms offered by the two govern- 
ments were in no way more stringent than those which the European 
chancelleries have been in the habit of demanding in similar cases. 
They were, in short, merely the usual arrangements drafteds with a 
view of protecting the interests of the contributing powers. It was 
laid down, for instance, that the nature of the intended expenditure 
should be disclosed to the two governments, and that the actual ex- 
penditure should be controlled by a commission, of which the minister 
of finance was to be the president. It was also laid down that no 
payments should be made, except on the responsibility of the cotm- 
mission and the minister of the department on whose account the 
disbursement was to be made. As five members of this commission 
were native Persians, and the two remaining members Europeans in 
the employment of the Persian government, no undue control can 
be said to have been demanded. Still less arbitrary was the stipula- 
tion for a proper protection of the trade routes. Seeing that the 
whole trade of the country depends upon this security, and that 
the revenue mortgaged for the payment of the interest on the loan 
was that of the customs, the provision seems an absolutely natural 
one. ‘There remains the question of railway concessions, and here 
the clause to the effect that no concession should be marle to outside 
powers until the same concession had been refused by the two guar- 
anteeing governments in the spheres relatively allocated to them, is 
only the extension of a principle which has been already recognized 
by the Mejliss. Such an arrangement already exists between Teheran 
and London with respect to southern Persia; and the foreign secre- 
tary made it clear, in speaking recently in the House, that that ar- 
rangement was still held by his majesty’s government to be in 
operation. i 

The fact is that the government at Teheran cannot possibly 
expect to borrow money on the same terms as the government in 
Berlin or in Paris. The risk to the lenders in these latter cases is 
so ludicrously disproportionate to that of tlie lenders to the govern- 
ment in Teheran that, unless some arrangement such as that indi- 
cated by the governments of St. Petersburg and London was agreed 
to, Persia would be utterly unable to obtain a European loan. The 
Mejliss has no doubt hopes of playing off one European country 
against another, and, by trading on commercial fears and jealousies, 
of obtaining what it wants without committing itself to anything in 
any way distasteful to it. It will find, in the long run, that what- 
ever country it approaches will demand terms which will not be 
less onerous than those which it has just deciined. 
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MELVILLE E. Stones, after a tour in the Orient, says there is 
really no longer a large field in Asia for American goods. India, he 
tells us, is already manufacturing her coarser grades of cotton goods; 
on the Yangtse river millions of dollars have been invested in flour 
mills; Minneapolis can no longer compete with the cheapness with 
which Asia can grind her wheat. However, Asia is a pretty large 
proposition, and we imagine American manufacturers who are ready 
to sell the Asiatics what the Asiatics really call for will still make 
profitable sales now and then.

POLITICAL tendencies in Kansas’ and 
Nebraska present a situation which, to say 
the. least,. is peculiar. They appear to be Politics in 
completely out of sympathy with the Taft 
administration. They are especially antag- Kansas 
onistic to the Payne-Aldrich tariff, which | 
the President on several occasions has ‘and Nebraska 
detended, not, however, on the ground that || 
it 1s what the people demanded or what | 
they want, but rather on the ground that it 
is an improvement over(its predecessor—a step, therefore, in the 
right direction, and the best that could possibly have been obtained 
at the time. The Kansans and Nebraskans, it is claimed, are listen- 
ing to no defenses, no explanations. They stand for what they un- 
derstand to be the Roosevelt policies. The tariff seems to favor the 
trusts; Mr. Roosevelt opposed the trusts. As they see it, Mr. Taft 
is not carrying out the Roosevelt policies. This makes the issue clear. 

-It does not follow from all this, however. that either Kansas 
or Nebraska has become lukewarm in its devotion to the Republican 
party. The statement was made not log since that, if an election 
were héld at this time, Kansas and Nebraska, with all the. other 
states west of the Allegheny mountains, would go. Democratic. 
There is no basis for this except the fact that the Kansans and 
Nebraskans are dissatisfied with the Taft administration. The 
insurgents in the two states do not like to have it said that they are 
Democrats. They are above all things Rooseveltians, and if 
Theodore Roosevelt on his return should, after a careful inquiry 
into the matter, find that President Taft is carrying out, practically, © 
the policies which Colonel Roosevelt initiated ahd prosecuted, and 
should proclaim this fact to the country, there is no part of it in 
which the present administration would be affected more favorably 
than in Kansas and Nebraska. : 

The situation in these two states has been pronounced peculiar. 
It is peculiar in other respects than in that already referred to. 
Kansas and Nebraska were never in all their history more prosperous 
than they are today. Industrially, there is nothing of which they’ 
can reasonably complain. Yet seldom have they been more discon- 
tented politically.

THERE would be a great deal more plausi- 
bility to the story that the President has in 
The mind to promote an alliance between the 


insurgents and Democrats in order to 
Postal Bank obtain the passage of the postal savings bank 
bill through ‘Congress if the measure now 
Bill before the House had his sanction, or if the 
measure likely to be framed as a substitute 
for that passed by the Senate promised to 
be acceptable to the latter body. The 
Senate bill, it is safe to say, will not be passed by the House. It is 
an insurgent measure and the regulars in the House would prefer 
to bury it altogether. Were it not for the insistence of the President 
that the postal savings bank pledge in the Republican platform shall 
be carried out, it is more than probable that nothing more would be 
heard of the matter beyond the fact that it had been “‘laid over’ this 
session. | 

Congressman Weeks seems to have been very frank with the 
President in laying thé situation before him. He informed Mr. 
Taft that of the nineteen members of the House committee having 
the bill in charge, only two, Messrs. Murdock and Stafford, were 
cordially in favor of it. Still, a majority of the committee will 
support a postal savings bank bill, the Senate measure, or some other, 
because, in the first place, a postal bank system has been promised by 
the party, and, in the second place, because Mr. Taft has made it a 
part of his legislative program. It is not difficult to see in Repre- 
sentative Weeks’ statement, or in the statements of other friends of 
the administration who have spoken or written on the subject, that 
the support to be given the measure, even though it should be 
amended to embody the views of the regulars, will lack enthusiasm. 
The insurgents may be anxious to vote for it, but they are in no 
position to press it. 

Nevertheless, the leaders on the regular side have promised the 
President to pass a postal savings bank bill of some kind. To 
accomplish this there must be compromise and concession on all 
sides, and there is always the hope that should compromise and 
concession prevail in one instance the experience might be pleasant 
and satisfactory enough to discourage their trial in others.

Her progress as a producer of finished 
articles has been great during recent years, | 
but not great enough. An industrial senfi- 
ment needs to be aroused; industrialism 
needs to be encouraged. With this end in view the Dominion 
government is about to send a commission. to all parts of Canada 
first, and to all parts of the world next, which shall investigate the 
conditions prevailing at home and.abroad and report its conclusions 
to Parliament. 

This will be part of an educational movement—a movement 
intended to give Canada eventually high rank as a manufacturing 
nation. Said Minister of Labor Mackenzie King before the Ontario 


_Club in Toronto, a few days ago: “It is proposed to give Canada 


the best—to give our country the opportunity to be in the van of 
this great, progressive educational movement. It is proposed to 
submit a plan of technical education which may be taken up by the 
provinces—for, under the British North America act, they have 
jurisdiction in educational matters—that will prove in every sense 
worthy of their adoption, and lead to a betterment of industrial] 
conditions in Canada.’ | 

Technical education has not progressed to so great an extent in 
this country tnat we shall be able‘to view Canada’s efforts in this 
direction with indifference. It is even among the probabilities that 
we shall be able later to learn something worth while from the 
experience of our painstaking.and ambitious neighbor, 
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
